Jews everywhere all nations express their loss this true 
friend, this audible voice justice, fair play, and Christian love 
spiritual voice the suppressed conscience the op- 
pressors. With hesitation and uncertainty, this strong clear 
voice man’s highest and best self was heard: 


Anti-Semitism movement which cannot, Christians, 
have any part whatsoever. No, not possible for Christians 


Spiritually are Semites. 


And when the venom spread Italy, Pius was less clear 
and definite his courageous statement: 


regard racism and exaggerated nationalism barriers raised 
between man and man, between people and people, between nations 
and nations. All men are, above all, members the great same 
kind. They all belong the single great family the living. Human- 
kind therefore single, universal, catholic race. 


The injustice racism, its perversion Christian love, its evil 
influence men’s passions, its superiority were 
immediately perceived all its cancerous putrescence human 
affairs. The voice Pius saw clearly the issue and spoke cour- 
ageously the words that needed spoken, for the Jews first 
and incidentally for all men. 

natural, therefore, for the Jews express their sense 
loss. Rabbi Sola Pool, president the Synagogue Council 
America, expresses the heart and soul the chosen people 
these words: 


With deep and abiding gratitude the Jew places this line 
noble priestly champions humanity (former Popes) the name 
Pope Pius XI. 

world distracted doubt, fear, and hatred, world which 
seems losing its moorings and adrift without standards 
and without the lodestone religion point the way light 
the darkness, the serene and beautiful influence the beloved Pope 
who has been called his rest remains abiding treasure the 
human spirit, and all who are not children the Roman Catholic 
Church, none mourn the death Pope Pius with more sincerity 
and with deeper sense grief than the Jews the world.

From all over the world, from Cardinal poorest peasant, 
there was the expression sense loss personal influence 
though will great inheritance for the Church even the 
end time. Cardinal Mundelein probably expressed the judg- 
ment well could briefly put his vigorous statement 
the death Pius XI: 


Pope Pius dead! The human race has lost one its 
commanding and beneficent personalities. courageous 
compromising champion the dignities, the work, and the inalienable 
rights human nature removed from the stage human action. 
This profound scholar, this source spiritual light and 
inspiration has covered every phase human well-being and happi- 
ness his great encyclicals the world. has vindicated with 
power and eloquence which have rarely been equaled, the rights 
labor, the family, and individual man. The first voice inter- 
national significance raised behalf persecuted and down- 
trodden race was that Pope Pius will forever 
remembered the greatest champion human rights our age 
has known. 


II. Scholar and Diplomat 


The life Pope Pius was simple short and 
simple annals the good scholar priest. was born May 31, 
1857, “nondescript three-room upper dwelling” un- 
pretentious house several families the village Desio 
Lombardy. was baptized the very next day Ambrose Damien 
Achille, though signed himself Ratti.” was 
physically vigorous child and means his Alpine climbing 
vigorous man. made extraordinary, brilliant record 
all the schools attended. (1882) was doctor 
theology, doctor canon law, and doctor philosophy. 
had been ordained priest three years earlier (December 20, 
1879). 1888 the prefect the Ambrosian Library Milan 
recommended him the Pope for appointment the staff 
the library, which position secured, and 1907 became 
the prefect upon the death Monsignor Cerrani who had rec- 
ommended his first appointment. The future Pope found here 
very congenial atmosphere and very congenial task; became, 
you choose, the library mouse and bookworm. 1914 be- 
came the Prefect the Vatican Library. 

Then the scholar was out among the peoples and govern- 
ments the world. was made nuncio the New Poland and 
elevated the titular archbishopric Lepanto. was 
successful his work organizing the Church Poland that 
Esthonia, Finland, and Latvia were added his jurisdiction. 
was brought back Rome 1921 the admiring Benedict 
and made Archbishop Milan, and within 150 days (Feb. 
1922) was elected, upon the death Benedict, the 260th 
successor Peter, the Pope. the question whether 
would accept the high office, which Cardinal Laurenti had refused 
the day before, Archbishop Ratti said: 


That may not appear recalcitrant before the Divine Will, that 
may not seem that shrink from the honor which must weigh 
upon shoulders, that may not said that have not appre- 
ciated their just value, the votes colleagues, despite 
unworthiness, accept. 


His explanation for taking the name Pius was: 


During the pontificate Pius IX, was made active member 
the Catholic Church and took the first steps ecclesiastical 
career. was Pius who called Rome.

Germany, 
Italy, Russia, China, Mexico, Spain are symbols various as- 
pects the new order lack order. and ideologies are 
carried propaganda and are the basis undermining the 
foundations nations. The Church challenged many fronts, 
its rights bluntly denied, its property stolen, its priests and bishops 
murdered. 

was fortunate that this chaos, with its disorder, violence, 
power politics, persecution, injustice, its denial God, and its 
degradation man that there was Peter’s chair, Pope Pius XI. 
The conditions called forth from Pius XI, time and again, the 
reassertion the moral and religious bases man’s social rela- 
tions. least twenty-nine occasions there went forth encycli- 
cals which reiterated the need for the “peace Christ the 
Christ.” These statements were clear, not muddled; 


not chaotic; principled, not opportunistic statements 


against the whole disorder and chaos the world. not our

Christian Marriage and Christian Education 


The basis all education found marriage. The discussion 
marriage the encyclical based St. Augustine and 
are concerned especially with the second point the discussion: 
provided with regard offspring, “that children should 
begotten love, tenderly cared for and educated religious 
atmosphere.” Says the Pope: “Among the blessings marriage 
the child holds the first place.” Man God’s will this helper 
the propagation life. “Marriage for generation.” 

But this generation not merely for natural children but for 
children God. “But Christian parents must also understand 
that they are destined not only propagate and preserve the 
human race earth, indeed not only educate any kind 
worshipers the true God, but children who are become 
members the Church Christ, raise fellow citizens 
the saints, and members God’s household, that the worshipers 
God and our Saviour may daily increase.” This sanctification 
cannot directly transmitted but achieved offering the 
offspring the Church that they may regenerated through 
the waters baptism. This precious charge and the mother, 
particular, like the Roman matron who was the mother the 
Gracchi, will rejoice “that man born into the world.” Chil- 
dren become truly talents committed parents God. 

The proper education children correlative the right 
and duty begetting them. The Pope says: 


The blessing offspring, however, not complete the mere 
begetting them, but something else must added; namely, the 
proper education the offspring. For the most wise God would have 
failed make sufficient provision for children that had been born, 
and for the whole human race, had not given those 
whom had entrusted the power and right beget them, the 
power also and the right educate them. For one can fail 
see that children are incapable providing wholly for themselves, 
even matters pertaining their natural life, and much less 
those pertaining the supernatural, but require for many years 
helped, instructed, and educated others. 

Now certain that both the law nature and God 
this right and duty educating their offspring belongs the first 
place those who began the work nature giving them birth, 
and they are indeed forbidden leave unfinished this work and 
expose certain ruin. But matrimony provision has been made 
the best possible way for this education children that 
necessary, for, since the parents are bound together 
soluble bond, the care and mutual help each always hand. 


All this summed simply the code Canon Law: the 
primary end marriage the procreating and the education 
children. 

raising marriage sacrament, graces are added mar- 
ried life. This Sacrament not only adds particular gifts, disposi- 
tions, seeds grace, elevating and perfecting the natural 
powers such way that “the parties are assisted not only 
understanding, but knowing intimately, adhering firmly, 
willing affectively, and successfully putting into practice, those 
things which pertain the marriage state, its aims and duties, 
giving them, fine, right the actual assistance grace, when- 
soever they need for fulfilling the duties their state.” 

The need for the education and training for parenthood 
clearly indicated the Pope. They must well prepared 
well well disposed. Their whole life must preparation for 
this “single chaste and sacred fellowship nuptial union.” Says 
the Pope: 


Let, then, those who are about enter married life approach 
that state well disposed and well prepared, able 
far they can help each other ing 
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life, and yet more attending their eternal salvation and 
forming the inner man unto the fullness the image Christ. This 
will also help them behave toward their cherished offspring 
God wills, that is, that the father truly father, and the mother 
truly mother. Through their devout love and unwearying care, the 
home, though want and the midst this valley tears, 
may become for the children reproduction way that paradise 
delight which the Creator placed the first men the human 
race. Thus will they able bring their children perfect 
men and perfect Christians. They will instill into them sound under- 
standing the Catholic Church, and will give them such disposi- 
tion and love toward their fatherland duty and gratitude demand. 


well consider the relation marriage and education, 
particularly from the viewpoint marriage rather than from the 
viewpoint education. puts education its place relation 
the genesis life. clearly locates the authority for educa- 
tion. relates the fundamental design the providence 
God. relates the Church and the sacramental system 
with its sanctifying and its actual grace. 


VI. Social Reconstruction and Christian Education 


The dominant thought American education today toward 
the social aspects education. Numerous books are being pub- 
lished them. Magazines like Social Education, the Social 
Frontier, and the Journal Educational Sociology deal especially 
and increasingly with this field. Educational Sociology, still 
amorphous form, has been generally introduced into colleges, 
and textbooks educational sociology are numerous. The Edu- 
cational Policies Commission has published series challeng- 
ing reports, and the educational administrators the country 
spent week recently Cleveland discussing its findings. 

Educators have raised the fundamental issue embodied the 
question: Build New Social Order?” And attacks 
injustices our social order, inadequacies our educational 
system, and even more radical attack our whole social sys- 
tem have come most vigorously perhaps from educators. 
singularly complete degree, the authors this literature and the 
protagonists these social educational movements have been 
ignorant what has been well said the very problem that 
concerned them from Peter’s chair Rome, particularly the 
“Reconstruction the Social Order,” and “Atheistic Com- 
munism.” Let indicate briefly here the Catholic doctrine 
formulated the Pope “the solution the difficult problem 
human solidarity, called the social question” and its educa- 
tional aspects. 

need not repeat here the facts described Leo XIII 
1891 the more mitigated conditions described Pope Pius 
1931. The injustice, the exploitation, the misery and: wretched- 
ness, the class warfare are all part the present disorder. 

The greatest criticism specific industrial setup factory, 
the Pope: “for dead matter leaves the factory ennobled and 
transformed, where men are corrupted and degraded.” 

The remedy, however, not found any social 
economic specific helpful these might but thor- 
ough reconstruction the social order based reform 
Christian morals: complete renewal the Christian spirit; 
Christian renewal the whole social life conformity with the 
demands the common good and social justice. This means 
return the “principles sound philosophy and the sublime 
precepts the Gospel.” must based the “Co-operation 
all men good will.” The economic regime must, short, 
adjust itself the standards true order which would in- 
clude adjustment the human dignity the workers, the social 
character and economic life, social justice, and the common 
good.” This for the economic sphere life what meant 
the “peace Christ the reign Christ.”

order bring back Christ these whole classes men who 
have denied Him, must gather and train from amongst their very 
ranks auxiliary soldiers the Church, men who know their mentality 
and their aspirations, and who with kindly fraternal charity will 
able win their hearts. Undoubtedly the first and immediate apos- 
tles the workingmen must themselves workingmen, while the 
apostles the industrial and commercial world should themselves 
employers and merchants. your chief duty, Venerable 
Brethren, and that your clergy, seek diligently, 
prudently, and train fittingly these lay apostles, amongst workingmen 
and amongst employers. 


The preparation means retreats, enormously impor- 
tant point, reserve for separate treatment later. Such are the 
educational means and agencies help bring about the Christian 
renewal human society the reconstruction the social order. 

Education for this end indeed for all ends principally 
moral and religious training, the training what the Pope 
calls the Encyclical the Christian Education Youth— 
“the man character.” This perhaps indicated best con- 
nection with the training members trade unions, which, 
the more, are not merely instruments economic warfare. 
Says the Pope: 


Among these precautions [joining neutral trade unions] the first 
and most important that, side side with these trade unions, 
there must always associations which aim giving their members 
thorough religious and moral training, that these turn may impart 
the labor unions which they belong the upright spirit which 
should direct their entire conduct. Thus will these unions exert 
beneficent influence far beyond the ranks their own members. 


Economic ends must related the ends life. Economic 
activity and economic science, must viewed moral activity 
and moral science. purely temporal things the Pope has 
jurisdiction, but because saw the devastating effects 
the mistaking love transitory things earth and time, for- 
getting heaven and eternity that concerned this 
ticular sphere. The Pope says linking the particular economic 
aims the universal teleological order: 


For though economic science and moral discipline are guided each 
its own principles its own sphere, false that the two 
orders are distinct and alien that the former way depends 
the latter. The so-called laws economics, derived from the 
nature earthly goods and from the qualities human body and 
soul, determine what aims are unattainable attainable economic 
matters and what means are thereby necessary, while reason itself 
clearly deduces from the nature things and from the individual 
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social character what the end and object the 


economic order assigned God the Creator. 


This fundamental issue put another way echoing the words 


the Gospels: 


For what will profit men that more prudent distribution and use 
riches made possible for them gain even the whole world, 
thereby they suffer the loss their own souls? (Cf. Matt. 16:26.) 

What will profit teach them sound principles economics, 


they permit themselves swept away selfishness,

VII. Christian Education Youth 


the Encyclical the Christian Education Youth, Pope 
Pius becomes formally philosopher education. 
amazingly brief space has given comprehensive and definite 
the fundamental questions education, which 


against background the nature and importance 
These questions are: 


Who has the mission educate? 

Who are the subjects educated? 

What are the necessary accompanying circumstances? 

What the end and object proper Christian education? 

Here are dealing not with the superficialities education, 
but with the essence; not with the opportunism particular 
but with the essentially social character; not with its 
techniques, but with the principles; not with its sideshows, but 


its main conclusions. see the part and function the 
Church, the State, and the family have education. see, 
educators who use the phrase miss, that education deals 
with the whole man, natural and supernatural. see how the 
provided Church, family, school, and community 


afiect the formation the child. see, also, the significance 


the teacher the educational process. And finally see the true 


end education the formation the true Christian and the 


citizen. the other encyclicals and other places and 


times the Pope, have indicated above, two the major 
various points 


attack because “of the great and deplorable absence 


and sound principles.” And because the importance 
the subject and the ceaseless agitation and effervescent ferment 
field education wishes deal directly with it. 


not possible the available space even summarize the 
encyclical because itself more summary the “priceless 


treasures” than elaboration them. But the 
character the whole encyclical can suggested recalling 
few the striking sentences (and have reduced this 
several times because there much that bears repeti- 


cach and gains thoughtful repetition). the subject the 


end and object education repeat: 


The proper and immediate end Christian education 
operate with divine grace forming the true and perfect Christian 
that is, form Christ Himself those regenerated baptism, 


the emphatic expression the Apostle: “My little chil- 
dren, whom labor again, until Christ formed you.” 
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For the true Christian must live supernatural life Christ: “Christ 
who your life,” and display all his actions: “That the life 
also Jesus may made manifest our mortal flesh.” 


For precisely this reason, Christian education takes the whole 
aggregate human life, physical and spiritual, intellectual and moral, 
individual, domestic and social, not with view reducing 
any way, but order elevate, regulate, and perfect it, accord- 
ance with the example and teaching Christ. 


Hence the true Christian, product Christian education, the 
supernatural man who thinks, judges, and acts constantly and 
consistently accordance with right reason illumined the super- 
natural light the example and teaching Christ; other words, 
use the current term, the finished man character. 


This fact proved Christianity and its 
institutions, which nothing else but the history true civilization 
and progress the present day. stands out conspicuously 
the lives the numerous saints, whom the Church, and she alone 
produces, whom perfectly realized the purpose Christian 
education, and who have every way ennobled and benefited human 
society. Indeed, the saints have ever been, are, and ever will the 
greatest benefactors society, and perfect models for every class 
and profession, for every state and condition life, from the 
simple and uncultured peasant the master sciences and letters, 
from the humble artisan the commander armies, from the 
father family the ruler peoples and nations, from simple 
maidens and matrons the domestic hearth queens and empresses. 


the subject who has the mission education the 
Pope points out very clearly the function and the relation 
each the three societies whom committed the mission 
education. The general position thus stated: 


Education essentially social and not mere individual activity. 
Now there are three necessary societies, distinct from one another 
and yet harmoniously combined God, into which man born; 
two, namely the family and civil society, belong the natural order; 
the third, the Church, the supernatural order. Consequently, 
education, which concerned with man whole, individually and 
socially, the order nature and the order grace, necessarily 
belongs all these three societies, due proportion, corresponding, 
according the disposition Divine Providence, the co- 
ordination their respective ends. 


the being educated, the description his nature 
complete. the whole man that educated not the 
natural man alone, nor the supernatural man alone, but both 
the integrity his nature. this topic the Pope comments gen- 
erally and then more specifically follows: 


fact must never forgotten that the subject Christian 
education man whole and entire, soul united body unity 
nature, with all his faculties natural and supernatural, such right 
reason and revelation show him be; man, therefore, fallen from 
his original estate, but redeemed Christ and restored the 
supernatural condition adopted son God, though without the 
preternatural privileges bodily immortality perfect control 
appetite. There remain, therefore, human nature the effects 
original sin, the chief which are weakness will and disorderly 
inclinations. 


Hence every form pedagogic naturalism which any way 
excludes overlooks supernatural Christian formation the 
teaching youth, false. 


But what worse the claim, not only vain but false, irreverent, 
and dangerous, submit research, experiment, and conclusions 
purely natural and profane order, those matters education which 
belong the supernatural order; for example, questions priestly 
religious vocation, and general the secret workings grace 
which indeed elevate the natural powers, but are infinitely superior 
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them, and may nowise subjected physical laws, for “the 
Spirit breatheth where will.” 


Another very grave danger that naturalism which nowadays 
invades the field education that most delicate matter purity 
morals. 


False also and harmful Christian education the so-called 
method 


The environment education, says the Pope, must correspond 
exactly the end proposed. The relationships the Christian 
family, the Church, the school, the community, and teachers are 
each discussed environmental factors. Some the more sig- 
nificant statements follow: 


The first natural and necessary element this environment, 
regards education, the family, and this precisely because 
ordained the Creator Himself. 


Nevertheless, Venerable Brethren and beloved children, wish 
call your attention special manner the present-day lament- 
able decline family education. 


This educational environment the Church embraces the sacra- 
ments, divinely efficacious means grace, the sacred ritual, wonder- 
fully instructive, and the material fabric her churches, whose 
liturgy and art have immense educational value; but also includes 
the great number and variety schook, associations, and institu- 
tions all kinds, established for the training youth Christian 
piety, together with literature and the sciences, not omitting 
recreation and physical culture. 


Since however the younger generation must trained the arts 
and sciences for the advantage and prosperity civil society, and 
since the family itself unequal this task, was necessary 
create that social institution, the school. 


For whatever Catholics promoting and defending the Catholic 


school for their children, genuinely religious work and therefore 


important task “Catholic Action.” 


Perfect schools are the result not much good methods 
good teachers, teachers who are thoroughly prepared 
grounded the matter they have teach; who possess 
intellectual and moral qualifications required their important office: 
who cherish pure and holy love for the youth confided them, 
because they love Jesus Christ and His Church, which these 
the children predilection; and who have therefore sincerely 
heart the true good family and country. 


How often today most parents and educators bewail the corruption 


youth brought about the modern theater and the vile book! 


The great thing about the encyclical the number problens 


education opens up, together with the essential principles 
from which the problem can securely viewed. see the many 
ramifications education viewed their unity and integrity, 
see education conceived organic way relating the 
whole man all life. see ordered conception the 
separate problems aim, scope, method, curriculum, and organ- 


ization education. see penetrating study the social 


aspects education though its end individual. time like 
this with its idolatry the state, and with its totalitarian con- 
ceptions the state, see the state assigned its legitimate 
tion protecting the prior rights the other social institutions, 
fostering and promoting education all competent authority 
and even reserving itself certain forms “which directly con- 
cern the public good and call for special attitudes and special 
preparation” such certain training for public service and train- 
ing for military service. The warnings are also sounded from the 
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dangers true peace and prosperity that are following the

the school year 1937-38, 
the Very Reverend Monsignor 
Daniel Cunningham, Superintendent 
the Catholic Schools the Archdiocese 
Chicago, sponsored remedial reading 
program the School St. Thomas the 
Apostle, Chicago. This program was car- 
ried out the writers with the help and 
co-operation the principal and teachers. 


Deficiencies reading abilities, tech- 
niques, skills, and attitudes are prevalent 
among many pupils and students from 
first grade the graduate school and they 
continue hamper learning and living 
large percentage adults after school 
and college. Twenty-five per cent the 
soldiers the United States Army the 
world war could not read simple messages 
understandingly. has been shown that 
nearly per cent the boys the C.C.C. 
camps have but little interest reading 


and therefore read very little. Horn’ states, 
“Most people not read good books. 
Furthermore, most people could not read 
good books. The best books dealing with 
critical issues cannot understood the 
ordinary Only approximately one 
third the people who enter college re- 
main obtain degree. Many fall the 
wayside because deficiencies. 


Objectives Reading 


The causes for such amazing deficiencies 
should sought every honest principal 
and teacher the education profession. 
democracy endure the crisis 
which now besets the human race, can 
prevail only and through educated 
citizenry. school and perhaps out 
school the most important tool for learn- 
ing reading. Gross ignorance will result

Understanding the prevalence defi- 
ciencies reading, schools throughout 
the country, the School St. Thomas 
Apostle inaugurated testing program 
the spring 1937. means intelli- 


tests and achievement examinations, 


individuals who were retarded were singled 
out. 

The purpose this paper indicate 
the diagnostic procedures and the remedial 
measures pursued order assist chil- 
dren retarded reading. 

the autumn 1937, approximately 
400 children grades four eight in- 


clusive were tested means reading. 


tests and about 100 were found re- 


more less severely reading. 


fact the retardation ranged 
months more than five years among 
per cent the total population 
these five grades. 


The Problem 


The problem was teach these one 
hundred retarded readers how read 
The following subproblems 
were raised: (1) What are the deficiencies 
these children? (2) How can the de- 
ficiencies each child discovered? (3) 
What are the causes the deficiencies 
each child? (4) What are the strong points 
and dominant interests each child? (5) 


What measures can taken 


the deficiencies each child? (6) How 
can each child’s dominant interests and ac- 
tivities utilized for his improvement? 


The Diagnosis 


Where many children are involved, 
while necessary treat each child 
individual, important for the sake 
economy use group tests and group 
diagnostic administrative measures insofar 
this possible. Group intelligence tests, 
group reading tests, group interest inven- 
tories were utilized effectively this ap- 
Individual tests and inventories 
were applied private interviews also. 
Always the teacher appraised and judged 
the individual. 

Intelligence Testing: The 
Anderson Intelligence Tests were carefully 
administered the supervisor order 
discover the mental age and the I.Q. 
each child. definitely understood 
that many children have trouble read- 
ing because poor mentality. However, 
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experts know that child with 
can taught read. Nevertheless the 
degree brightness should, possible, 
known. 

Appraising Reading Abilities: The Gates 
Silent Reading Tests (Grades were 
given the 100 children groups ap- 
proximating 25. These tests were found 
adequate for indicating difficulties four 
types reading: (1) Reading obtain 
the general significance paragraph; 
(2) reading predict outcomes; (3) 
reading follow precise directions; (4) 
reading note detail. few children 
was necessary give the Gates Primary 
Test order really test them, that 
really discern how deficient they were. 
The Gray Oral Reading Paragraphs were 
administered individually the retarded. 
Notations were made the various de- 
fects such reversals, omissions, substi- 
tutions, mispronunciations, and the like. 
Oral performance assisted the teacher 
understanding more clearly the serious 
difficulties slow readers. 

Physical Appraisal: The school physi- 
cian examined the retarded children and 
made suggestions for improvement. 

The Snellen Charts were used find 
out the children had normal sight. The 
telebinocular was utilized some cases 
determine eye deficiency. When children 
were found with poor vision, they were 
reported the parents and nearly all 
cases went reputable oculist 
ophthalmologist for treatment. 

The children who were suspected dis- 
ability hearing were tested means 
the watch and whispering test. child 
was found hard hearing, special 
attention was given him order 
offset this handicap learning. 

Discovery Interests: Through the 
Fitzgerald Inventory Interest, Likes, Ac- 
tivities, and Experiences, the strong points 
interest and activity were discovered 
for each child. Some children were found 
interested animals, knights, and 
adventures; others had interests ma- 
chinery, electricity, transportation; 
others home, houses, vocations. 
inventory the experiences and activities 
helped direct the child’s remedial pro- 
cedures. means the inventory, home 
conditions which served handicap the 
child were sometimes indicated. Strong 
dominant interests were often brought out; 
these were especially important laying 
out the plan procedure for each indi- 
vidual. 

The Teacher’s Observation and Ap- 
praisal: Throughout the whole period 
diagnosis and later after the tentative 
diagnosis had been made, and during the 
remedial work which followed, teacher ob- 
servation, appraisal, and judgment were 
most beneficial. The teacher remedial 
reading keen appraiser. She sees de- 
fects. She ferrets out causes for these de- 
fects and she plans how remedy them. 
She utilizes the materials and the correct 
methods for overcoming the difficulties 
children. She does more. She plans 
avoid difficulties. She builds upon the 
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child’s strong points, upon his likes, his 
interests, and his experiences. this way 
her appraisal and judgment are invalu- 
able. fact, remedial program could 
adequate successful without the un- 
derstanding and diagnostic ability 
well-trained and intelligent teacher. 

The teacher notes not only difficulties 
and defects, but also attitudes and abil- 
ities. She inquires about effort and atten- 
tion well interest. “Is the child try- 
ing? improving?” she asks. She 
knows the materials are interesting and 
upon the correct level difficulty. She 
knows how valuable vary method 
and material meet the changing diffi- 
culties and interests children. She 
fact understands interest and effort and 
guides them materials better and 
more worth-while values. 

Individual Folder for Each Child: 
Each child’s individual folder St. 
Thomas Apostle School contained records 
results the various reading tests, oral 
and silent, the intelligence tests, the 
report interests, activities, and experi- 
ences. Achievement records, assignment 
records, interview summaries, and other 
miscellaneous records were recorded this 
folder. 

records work done various phases 
the reading were accumulated. These 
were studied from time time the 
effect that the child, his record, and his 
performance were better understood. His 
problems were clarified and his difficulties 
were understood through the careful and 
oft-repeated study the folder’s contents. 

Summary: Thus each teacher was 
strengthened handling the retarded 
readers her own room. the co-opera- 
tion teachers, principal, and supervisor 
the problems the retarded readers were 
made clearer. Always there was the chal- 
lenge for each teacher pupil who 
might progressing more slowly than 
should. Always the supervisor was chal- 
lenged the deficiencies several 
these 100 children. Thus the appraisal 
was continuous. New problems, newly lo- 
cated difficulties, and newly observed in- 
terests were utilized. 


Methods 


order that remedial work reading 
have plan. good plan should 
flexible and changes should 
into consideration. Revision meet chang- 
ing situations and conditions often the 
margin for attaining success teaching. 

Remedial work effective must 
based upon efficient appraisal and careful 
diagnosis. Since diagnosis indicates change 
individual, necessary that reme- 
dial procedures are adapted changing 
powers, disabilities, and interests every 
child. 

General Considerations: 
work there are few general considera- 
tions which should always kept mind. 
The remedial work should follow diagnosis 
and appraisal. should begun upon 
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the level where will function most effec- 
tively. should adapted the develop- 
ing personality and ability every child. 
fore, remedial work should organized 
meet new interests and growing abil- 
ities. Remedial work should organ- 
ized that the child will guided around 
pitfalls. other words, should pre- 
ventive well curative. should 
begun not only the level understand- 
ing but many cases below and increased 
gently but surely. should based upon 
the interests and the likes youngsters 
insofar this possible. should 
challenging. should succeed. 

Plan Administration: The plan 
St. Thomas Apostle School permitted 
forty-minute period five times week. 
The lessons were definitely planned 
help individuals accord with their needs 
and interests. handled the 
retarded her own class. The average 
for the ten teac was ten remedial cases. 
One teacher, had only two and 
another taught sevénteen remedial readers. 
The schedule generally called for exercises 
which were planned overcome deficien- 
cies work-type and recreational reading, 
oral and silent. 

The programs varied for the different 
rooms such way that visitor might 
come the school and see five six 
different types lessons during the day. 
For one room, however, the schedule for 
week might include: Monday, work-type 
silent study materials; 
Tuesday, recreational silent reading 
children’s. bookshelf; Wednesday, current 
reading Weekly Reader; Thursday, 
drill type correct specific deficiencies 
Gates-Peardon test exercises; Friday, free 
reading —library. (Another room might 
have slightly different schedule.) brief 
outline several lessons will indicate 
the reader the methods followed. 

Silent Recreational Reading: this 
each child some story which will 
interested. means the records the 
individual folder, the reading level the 
child noted. appraisal his interests 
made. story which interesting and 
the proper difficulty assigned. This 
done for each child. 

For example one the fifth-grade 
rooms there were eight remedial readers. 
One these children had only second- 
grade reading ability; another had just 
third-grade ability. The others were rated 
similarly follows: 3.1, 4.5, 4.8, 4.2, 4.5, 
and 4.8. Each child was considered sepa- 
rately the remedial work which followed. 

The Children’s Bookshelf was used 
basic text for this type class reading. 
There are books the primer level, first 
grade, second grade, the eighth 
inclusive. The child with the second-grade 
ability was assigned hero story that 
level. The others were assigned stories 
like manner the level upon which they 
were capable success, these cases 
third- and fourth-grade levels. Some were 
assigned adventure stories, 
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stories, others animal stories, others stories 
about the home, others imaginative stories, 
accordance with their dominant inter- 
ests the teacher understood them. Their 
assignments were made Reading Rec- 
ord Assignment Slip the teacher before 
class, perhaps the night prior the class 
meeting. 

the first five minutes the class 
period, the books were distributed the 
children with the slips indicating assign- 
ments, title the story, page, etc. Each 
child was encouraged read. “Here 
story about great adventure, Jim. You 
will like think,” sample the 
approach. “This almost fairy story, 
Mary. You like fairy stories, don’t you?” 

For the next minutes, the children 
read silently. The teacher noted peculiari- 
ties, attention, progress, interest each. 
one the first lessons this type, the 
teacher this room noticed that the child 
with the low reading ability mentioned 
above, did not seem interested. Soon 
she discovered that the second-grade book 
was too difficult for him. She found 
story his liking book first-grade 
difficulty and immediately became in- 
terested. One the other children did not 
get very well. The teacher dis- 
covered that difficult word 
barrier his case. She defined the word 
and used sentence. The other chil- 
dren seemed enjoying their stories. 
They were attentive and happily interested. 

When the 25-minute period was over 
the teacher asked each child write 
brief statement his impression the 
story read. Six them liked their stories 
and wrote good statements. One them 
said that did not like the story and 
did not want another like it. This child 
was interviewed again about his likes and 
dislikes and another type story was as- 
signed for the next lesson the Bookshelf. 
Oral comments were made several 
the which served 
interest others the materials. 

When the period was over, the books 
were taken and kept reserve until 
the next class. The books this set are 
not given out; they are used only class 
order that the child may have new 
and interesting experience each class 
period. 

Work-Type Silent Reading: The aim 
this type lesson teach children 
read studiously, outline, find 
information. Even upon low levels read- 
ing, many children desire information. 
just necessary know the ability 
and the interests the children this 
silent recreational reading described above. 
Assignments can made the group and 
group plan may devised but the indi- 
vidual plan only described here. 

The Unit Study Books were used this 
lesson. These books are numbered indi- 
catively. Materials the 100 range are 
first-grade level, those the 200 range, 
second grade, and on. child in- 
terested travel there are five books 
entitled “Travel,” “Trains,” “Flying,” 
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“Boats,” “Transportation.” All 
these except the first have numbers the 


300 range. The first very simple and 
the first-grade level. child with 
fourth-grade ability worked the unit 


“Travel” and read the five books men. 
tioned. made little outlines the ma. 


terials contained the five books and 


seemed feel that had accomplished 


something worth while. Besides the 
success, became aware materials 
other books. reported, too, upon 
trains and boats class. 

Often children, greatly retarded, 
valuable answer questions given the 
close the lesson. Others outline little 
book with good results. this way they 
learn the technique study. They learn 
work through reading. 

Silent Reading for Information 
rent Reading: Several magazines were 
available for this kind work. The 
Catholic Messenger, The Junior Catholic 
Messenger, and Weekly Reader were 
used effectively. the particular lesson 
visualized, Weekly Reader was used 
group-type lesson. the first five 
minutes “Edition Three” was distributed, 

The teacher said word about the first 
article. Its importance and timeliness were 
pointed out. The pupils were shown the 
importance reading rapidly and silently 
get the news. 

the next fifteen minutes the children 
read the articles. Some them finished 
before the time was and they were 
directed read another article. 

the next five minutes there was 
brief discussion the content the 
article. Some discussion was aroused and 
various opinions were expressed. 

the last ten minutes the pupils read 
other articles and enjoyed 
much. 

this lesson four five the chil- 
dren finished the little paper. Three 
the others asked they would per- 
mitted finish the paper later. One only 
was not successful reading this edition. 
The teacher realized his inability and 
gave him paper first-grade level but 
not marked first grade. Thereafter she 
always obtained “Edition One” for this 
boy which seemed enjoy because 
was successful obtaining information. 
Success creates interest. 

Sometimes the test the last page 
the paper was used evaluate reten- 
tion and comprehension with good results. 

Reading Correct Defects: Many 
materials are now available for use 
the correction specific defects. this 
lesson the Gates-Peardon 
cises Reading were used. Although the 
lesson visualized for this summary was 
taught sixth-grade group, Books 


Three and Four were used. These materials 


are third-grade and fourth-grade levels 
respectively. From them specific materials 
were assigned each child.

first progress was slow for many, but 
one period each week gave good results 
and often twelve even sixteen these 
exercises were successfully completed

Special efforts were made 
get first-rate library books all levels 
and various types. Pamphlets, paper- 
covered books, beautiful books, encyclo- 
pedias were made available. choosing 
the books, researches children’s choices 
prose and poetry were utilized. 

Once week, the classes went this 
teading room. first the individuals 
browsed. Later was observed that 
the browsing period was brief. Many 
lose time but went im- 
mediately the section desired, chose 
book, and began reading. The teacher 
methods and procedures adopted 
each child. She noted the interest 
each books, and recorded the number 
and titles read. 

Usually the last ten minutes the 
the group gathered around table 
and discussed the books read. this way 
Interests were broadened and enhanced.

Oral Reading: There now our 
American schools group poor oral 
readers, partly because the misunder- 
standing the statistics which show the 
low comparative utility oral reading 
and the high comparative use silent 
reading life. Two types lessons 
oral reading were practiced St. Thomas 
Apostle school. The first was group 
audience reading and the second individual 
remedial reading. 

For the Audience Reading lessons, care- 
ful preparation was made every child. 
Generally, the free reading period was 
helpful making preparation. Here often 
was found the selection which the child 
thought would like read the 
group. withdrew the book, took 
home, prepared for the reading read- 
ing, understanding, looking 
meanings and pronunciations difficult 
words. assumed responsibility for 
good performance. 

was generally the case that the 
selection read was one with which the 
group was unfamiliar. Thus interest was 
sharpened. Good readers distinctly were 
motivating influence others. Poor 
readers distinctly read smaller group 
only the teacher. Poise, enjoyment, 
and the thrill good expression and suc- 
cess eventuated from this work for the 
individual. Broadened experience and 
healthy widening interests came the 


group. 


Mechanics: day was 


inaugurated when needs arose. Such day 
might teacher’s choice day, when the 
teacher did what she thought best for each 
individual the class. Often members 
the class asked for drill.

The average 
gain was 9.65, the median 9.63. The 
Progressive Achievement Tests indicated 
approximately the same gains the Gates 
Tests. The Modern School Achievement 
Tests, however, showed greater com- 
parative gain; four months from 
January May 24, the indicated 
average improvement was seven months. 

The real gains cannot expressed, how- 
ever, statistical medians averages. 
More important than the fact that these 
retarded children made approximately 
year progress seven and half 
months are the manifestations growth, 
interest, and will work.

Teaching the Wilderness 


You think too much children and 

youth,” visiting Huron chief once 
made bold tell Mere Marie the 
Ursulines. “With Indians different.” 
The red man knew little the Order 
St. Ursula, whose members are never with- 
out child train and care for. Neither 
did know the forceful Mere Marie. The 
foundress the first girls’ school the 
Western Hemisphere was too busy erect- 
ing monastery the wilderness Quebec 
pay any heed the words 
critical Indian. 

Three hundred years ago, Quebec was 
little, thirty-year-old village log and 
stone, set down dense forests thou- 
sand miles from the nearest white settle- 
ment, continuously beset the angry 
Iroquois, and forever propitiating the 
hungry Huron. such place, four 
pioneer French women, inspired Mere 
Marie the Ursulines succeeded build- 
ing one the world’s most famous 
convents. That such great work should 
have been accomplished handful 
pioneer women practically unbelievable 
until one considers the type woman 
produced the French middle class. 

Marie Guyart, one the most famous 
representatives that group women, 
was born Tours, October 28, 1599. 
the command her parents she married 
man named Martin, who died before 
she was twenty, leaving her with infant 
son. Through her widowhood, she achieved 
the only sort independence French 
woman her day could know. once, 
she turned her thoughts religion, but 
put aside her own desires, for the time 
being, she had take care her boy 
during the first few years his life. 


The School Experience 


She went, therefore, live with her 
sister, whose husband was quartermaster 
artillery and often absent from home. 
With the aptitude for management 
often seen French women, Marie 
Martin took gradually the work 
looking after her brother-in-law’s affairs, 
her sister being delicate health. For 
twelve years, she kept accounts, ordered 
servants, supervised the children the 
household, made shrewd investments, 
wrote out contracts, and saved her rela- 
tives’ money for them. Nowadays, she 
would probably called efficiency 
expert. Providence laid the foundations 
which the great Ursuline enterprise 
Quebec was finally erected.

Mere Marie and Madame Peltrie 
seemed see eye eye when came 
looking missionary enterprises. 
very short time they had set sail for the 
West, taking with them, Mere St. Joseph, 
the “laughing Mere Cecile Richer 
secretary-companion, 
Mademoiselle went with the understand- 
ing that Madame Peltrie would later 
pay her dowry and enable her become 
Ursuline. 

The five women made the voyage the 
company three Augustine Sisters who 
planned found hospital. During the 
long, uneventful trip, the representatives 
the two orders began friendship 
which has endured for three centuries. 

The two groups pioneer women were 
met the little wharf Quebec the 
governor and his staff together with all 
the farmers, coureurs artisans, and 
tradesmen the community.

All this tumult was, however, purely 
masculine idea welcome. When had 
died down, the women found that 
practical provision had been made for 
sheltering them while they made arrange- 
ments for the building their homes. 

They went, therefore, the Jesuit who 
had been instrumental bringing them 
Canada and spent several weeks the 
Indian village Sillery with Father 
Jeune. There they all began the study 
the Algonquin language, for the Hurons, 
among whom they expected work, be- 
longed the Algonquin family. 

last, the Ursulines obtained the loan 
small log building two rooms 
the lower town Quebec down near the 
wharf. There they lived during the three 
years took raise the walls and put 
the roof the original convent. Mere 
St. Joseph, with her usual mischievous 
humor, promptly christened their log home. 
the Louvre after the palace the French 
king. Almost once, the Louvre was 
swarming with little Indian girls, who 
went school Mere St. Joseph one 
room and slept bunks the other. 
The French girls Quebec went the 
Sisters for instruction, but while they 
were the Louvre, was necessary for 
the white children home night. 
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Mere Marie spent the best part her 
energies supervising the building the 
monastery; but her spare time she 
after the housekeeping the 
Louvre. The Indian girls, time, proved 
valuable little helpers; but one 
doubts their usefulness during those first, 
hard, early months. 

Probably Mere Marie and Mere St. 
Joseph made the little girls sit high 
somewhere the tiers sleeping bunks 
keep out the way while they did 
the work. 

Madame Peltrie built herself 
modest dwelling near the proposed monas- 
tery where she and Miss Barre established 
themselves. Madame was great favorite 
with the Hurons whom she really loved; 
and she honestly did spend all her 
income their welfare. was her money 
which paid for the entire building the 
first Ursuline school; and was small 
affair when one remembers that was 
built thousands miles from civilization 
and that labor was scarce 
high priced. 


The New Convent 


1642, the new stone building, ninety 
feet long and two stories high, was com- 
pleted and the Sisters moved in. The place 
was big that took hundred cords 
wood supply its fireplaces during 
one Quebec winter. 

Soon was swarming with girls, both 
red and white, and the work piled up. 
Charlotte Barre embraced religion and 
new nuns came over from France; but 
there was always too much do. 

addition the children there were 
the visiting Indian adults, whom Mere 
St. Joseph insisted upon calling the “parlor 
The good Ursulines always in- 
structed and fed these 
people; and pot sagamite, corn meal 
mush was called, was always the fire. 
occasional feast days, sagamite was 
enriched black plums, pork, tallow 
candles, and bread all boiled together; 
but, rule, plain sagamite sufficed. 
any rate was good enough for the 
Ursulines they got any. The Hurons, 
would seem, never went away until the 
kettle was scraped clean. 

evening, the Ursulines were tired 
they would rather bed than 
bother cook themselves meal. 

For eight years, life went busily 
the stone monastery, one day being like 
another. There was school. There were 
the “parlor There were milk, 
butter, weaving, spinning, baking, and 
brewing looked after, not mention 
soap and sausage making, scrubbing, dust- 
ing, and seeing that the hundred cords 
wood were cut and stacked. Mere Marie, 
naturally, whether she was superior 
not, was the acknowledged leader, and 
nothing much was 
approval and consent. 


Disaster Comes 


Then came the fire! 1650, the monas- 
tery was badly burned that only parts 
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the ruined walls remained. The catas- 
trophe was the direct result weariness 
and overwork. lay sister, having put 
some embers under her wooden bread 
trough warm it, fell asleep and let the 
trough catch fire. 

was winter and bitter cold. The first 
flame, encouraged the draft rush- 
ing chill air, spread rapidly that was 
extremely difficult for the Sisters get 
the children out safety. Nothing was 
saved. 

The poor little Indians had back 
their huts the forest where food was 
premium. The nuns went live with 
their kindly friends, the nursing Augus- 
tinians, from whom they had borrow 
clothing well shelter. 

Mere Marie and her household lived 
Augustinians for the nonce, accepting 
all the rules their hostesses and doing 
all they could make everything easier 
for everybody. 

Springtime saw Mere Marie and the rest 
the nuns digging the rocky ruins 
their school. They refused even think 
returning France. With their own 
hands rebuilding. Little 
presents came from here and there. 
The Jesuits gave them cloth make 
habits. Settlers offered food and household 
necessities. But the country was itself 
poor that help had come from France 
there was another school. 


And New Start 


Madame Peltrie wanted build 
church. She had always planned 
doing so; and, remarkable say, Mere 
Marie accepted church without demur 
and set about raising building fund 
from other sources, the other sources turn- 
ing out all the wealthy in- 
fluential persons whose names were known 
her. She began what 
consider the most charming begging letters 
history. any rate, she charmed 
enough money out far-away French- 
men pay for new building. 

The walls this second monastery are 
still standing, although they have, with 
the passage three centuries, been 
marked fire, time, and change. Change

VERY educator fully appreciates the 

value dominant impulses 
various degrees development. Understand- 
ing this, also desires stimulate, exercise 
intelligent control, and direct these toward 
definite desideratum. The dramatic urge 
basic portion inherent propensity for 
self-expression; therefore, should consider 
the drama method utilized the 
learning process. one will contemplate all 
factors that are essential dramatic pro- 
duction, from children’s plays adult drama, 
material. will task the following 
attempt analysis the educational ex- 
cellence the drama. Because the subject 
vast its entirety must, necessity, 
only dwell briefly generalities, neither 
confining myself any age group partic- 
ular value. 

The dramatic impulse innate. varies 
dominant part the personality others. 
Often people dramatize their entire life with- 
out ever being conscious this fact, because 
the impulse dominant their nature. 
this instance the layman, differen- 
tiating between him and the professional actor. 
These latter, one might say, have traded 
high extent this impulse make serve 
artistic purpose. 


Natural Activity 


Early childhood the expression the 
dramatic impulse first discovered. Certain 
fundamental tendencies are the basis, wit, 
imitation, motor activity, expression, and the 
desire for approval. And certainly the desire 
for expression and approval and emulation, 
some extent, lasts throughout the life 
the individual. are inclined mimic 
daily, especially when enter vividly into 
situations, sentiments, and passions others; 
when describe our neighbor particular 
attempt repeat what 
she has said verbatim, even the 
shading the voice, the facial expression, 
the gestures. And often when describe the

attempting portray both characters 
alternatingly. That dramatic art, therefore, 
should exist manifestly obvious and quite 
natural. 

One may use the dramatic method inspire 
ideal young minds, since the very soul 
drama that worth while designated 
ideal. Life from infancy the grave 
series explorations and adaptations; 
there always the seeking for new expe- 
riences, the finding newer insights into the 
meaning life age increases, the constant 
making adaptations new situations. 
matter how commonplace the life monoto- 
nous the environment, there always some- 
thing new, not physically then certainly 
mentally and the very least spiritually. 
And the dramatic motive that innate within 
each one can certainly used 
indicate the direction development; espe- 
cially this true young minds the 
various stages development. The religious 


value this consideration cannot too 


greatly stressed. 

Since the dramatic urge innate insures 
response that natural, that comes from 
within the person. Once the idea soundly 
presented persons acting that better 
perform along the natural lines their 
personality and with the grace their own 
movement, amateur acting assumes high 
place. needs only competent person 
draw out this natural grace. The intelligent 
professional actor who adept his work 
always graceful and ease; has, 
course, the added advantage higher 
stimulated innate dramatic urge, well calcu- 
lated and developed, the end which 
form art. But had have the native 
equipment the raw material, speak 
before could advance himself; that coupled 
with keener insight into dramatic values 
and education the field makes him the 
artist. But this consideration need not deter 
the amateur actor. has the same innate 
tendency, which can develop certain 
extent, that will both recreational and, 
most important for him, educational. How 
much better and more purposeful for edu-

cator take advantage this native im- 
pulse, guiding toward educational ideal, 
than have continually resort artifi- 
cial interest that does not arise from 
tendency within the individual. method, 
too, that brings action out teaching 
important feature not overlooked. 


Develops Personality

rather than assuming character for want 
development one’s own. Through drama 
person’s reaction environment can con- 
trolled the extent that becomes 
intelligent reaction; disposed secure har- 
mony between that and the person’s personal- 
ity. can aid, too, the creation 
preper environment, suited the personality.

Granted this, then, let further 
indicate that includes methods that are 
constructive, imaginative, and vivid, all 
which enters into dramatic presentation. And 
all these can employed infuse normal 
and intelligent attitude toward full concep- 
tion the meaning life. Further, 
establishes sound ideas firmly impressing 
them deeply into the mind; connects these 
ideas with life, which means connecting them 
with personality, all which will, turn, 
react the person’s environment better it. 

Religious purposes, particularly moral and 
ethical purposes, can elucidated and ex- 
tended more complete comprehension and 
firm rooting the mind and heart the 
use the dramatic urge. can aid the 
addition value religious facts, since 
embraces quality the soul that has deep 
significance the emotion connected with 
our spiritual life. 

Cardinal Newman well stated when 
said “Something more than merely admitting 
truth into the mind necessary 
remain. must not passively received, 
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but actually and actively entered into, em- 
braced, mastered.” The intellectual consider- 
ation doctrine and Christian philosophy 
must more than mental attitude; they 
must enter into the spiritual life the 
person, too, they are any value. 
True religious drama will carry these facts 
into the soul, that they become part 
us, emotionally well mentally. 


Drama and Religion 


vitally important enlist all the 
faculties the individual behalf 
religion. The dramatic urge should utilized 
this vital matter. Through the drama 
problems moral ethical nature that 
have been raised the confusion and turmoil 
this age can presented along with the 
essential material right conduct. The aim 
religious drama, which, 
worked out, can achieved, extend 
the horizon belief and understanding, 
give deeper and more penetrating insight 
into eternal truths. Certainly religious drama 
artistically presented can much, 
not more, religious stimulus than any 
sermon classroom teaching program; 
can strengthen not only the participant’s faith 
but audience, too, their Catholic ideal- 
ism, inspire further good and have 
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powerful and intellectual and emotional good. 

With this mind, dramatic presentation 
becomes more valuable religious education 
than just dramatization simple recreation 
inane, stupid presentation much drivel. 
One can enjoy drama, laugh good comedy, 
relax recreative moment, just much 
sound drama, not more so, than 
stupid presentation text that value- 
less from every angle. penetrating thought 
can carried comedy line; does not 
have pedantic “get across the foot- 
lights.” All truly great whether 
purely religious theme, social drama, 
Considering drama as’ such, then, are 
utilizing the impulse serve many ends, 
instruction predominating, 
which makes delightful medium. 
this way drama purposeful. 

Since the drama, the main, deals with 
life its use religious education should strive 
arouse the morality that innate the 
individual and extend the value.
